For Sugar Stamps 


May 4, 5, and 6, have been des- 
ignated as Sugar Rationing days 
in Coffee County and every man, 
woman and child in the county 
who expects to purchase any su- 
gar during the coming months 
must register and receive a War 
Ration Stamp Book, Full details 
end regulations were received by 
the County Rationing Board last 
week and this information has 
heen given to those who will do 
the registration work. Supplies 
have also been distributed. 

School houses in the county 
have been designated as registra- 
tion places. One adult member ot 
0 family can register every mem- 
ber of the family. Children should 
not be sent to perform the task 
of registering, 

Those in charge of registration 
will be prepared to give full de- 
tails about purchasing sugar with 
stamps that are issued. They will 
also be able to tell each registrant 
how much sugar he can buy and 
when he can buy it. 

All these details seem unnec- 
essary but according to informa- 
tion sent out by the Government, 
our home grown supply is only 38 
per cent of our normal consump- 
tion. The other 62 per cent is 
imported from the West Indies, 
Philippine Islands and Hawaii. 
War is cutting off the import sup- 
ply and with a greatly increased 
amount going into our own war 
effort, it can be seen that the 
supply would soon be exhausted. 
Under the rationing plan all con- 
sumers will get a share of the 
supply that is available. 

The most important problem 
right now is getting every per- 
gon in the county registered under 
the rationing plan. If you expect 
to buy any sugar in the future, 
YOU MUST REGISTER AND 
GET YOUR STAMP BOOK, Go 
to your school house on May 4, 
5, or 6 and register, and learn 
more about the details.

About Insects 


During the “paat two weeks I 
have been ealled on to cull some 
45 flocks of poultry in the Elba 
area and more than forty of these 
flocks were found to be _ infested 
with lice, a few flocks were wor- 
my and in some cases mites were 
found, 

Most of these flock owners did 
not know that these insect pests 
were present and many questions 
were asked as to how best control 
them. This means that we should 
examine our chickens often for 
these pests. A hen cannot pro- 
duce as many eggs when lousy, 
wormy or if she roosts in a hous” 
infested with mites as when free 
from these pests. Worms may be 
denoted by chickens becoming 
pale and very light in weight and 
also by cutting open a dead bird 
the intestines, 


Sodium flouride is one of the 
most commonly used control 
measures for lice, It may be 


used as a dust, the pinch method, 
or mixed with water and chickens 
dipped. Dipping should only be 
done on hot, dry days. By the 
pinch method we mean to put a 
pinch of sodium  flouride under 
each wing, on the back, on each 
thigh, on head and below vent of 
each chicken and rub well into 
the skin under the feathers. When 
dipping use at the rate of 1 ounce 


@ medicine dropper and use as in 
the pinch method. Some _ report 
good control by use of Derris as 
a dust for lice. Be sure and re- 
peat the dust or pinch method 
Within ten days in order to kill 
young lice that hatch out after 
first treatment. 

Mites may be controlled by 
thoroughly cleaning out the hen 
house, burning all old litter and 
trash and painting or spraying 
with a half and half mixture of 
kerosene and burnt oil. Some rec- 
ommend spraying with carbolin- 
inum which is very good but more 
expensive, 

The feeding of tobacco dust in 
the laying mash or giving individ- 
ual worm pills will help to con- 
trol worms, 

Most of the flocks above men- 
tioned would be in much higher 
egg production if it were not for 
the lice, mites and worms. 
resolve now to check over 
poultry flocks for these insect 
pests and if we have them, go to 
work to do away with them, Let’s 
feed for egg-making material and 
not for keeping alive 
of insect pests. We must make 
every ounce of feed count to get 
maximum egg production,

JONES MAKES GOOD 
PROFIT FROM POULTRY

Mrs, Clem Jones of Kinston, 
Rt, 1, member of the Qualls Eco- 
nomics Club for women, tells a 
convincing story as to whether 
poultry can be grown for profit, 

Mrs. Jones said: “On February 
18, 1941, I bought 210 white leg- 
horn baby chicks from the Elba 
Hatchery. I followed the advice of 
Mr. Bellaire Krudop, teacher of 
vocational agriculture in Kinston 
school, in raising’ them,” 

“T lost five of my chicks before 
they were fryers, The 
I sold as fryers brought $27.57, 
I had 83 pullets left but lost 21 
of these because I failed to real- 
ize the importance of yaccinating 
them for fowl pox at the 
lime, which is between six 
eight weeks of age. 

“The 62 pullets remaining be- 
gan laying when they were five 
months and one week old, From 
them only seven were culls, leay- 
ing me 55 laying hens, I kept a 
record of these chickens until they 
were one year old, “The total cost |

of baby chicks, feed and other ex- 
penses for one year was $139.60 
They had paid for themselves, 
their feed and other miscellune- 
ous items by November 22, ex- 
actly nine months from the date 
they were purchased, 

“The income from eggs, fryers 
and cull hens was $179.81. Even 
though I had lost 21 pullets be- 
fore they started laying, I had a 
profit of $40.21 and 55 laying 
hens in my flock. These hens 


had laid 460 dozens of eggs when 
they were one year old. My big- 
gest profit for eggs, above feed 
cost, for any one month was in 
October, The amount was $21.36.

THE DAY OF ACCLAIM 
LESSON TEXT--Mark 11:1-11; Luke 
19;41-44, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Blessed is he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord,—Mark 
11:9. 


The last week of our Lord’s earth- 
ly life had come. ‘Normally, in 
fact almost universally, the last 
week of a man's life is of practically 
no significance. In many cases he 
is too sick to speak with any clear 
intelligence, and, of course, when 
ill, is incapable of doing any note- 
worthy deeds, In our Lord's life, 
the last week was the most impor- 
tant of all, and to it more space is 
given (in Scripture) than to any one 
whole year of Jesus’ ministry’’ (Dr. 
Wilbur M. Smith). 

The first day of that week found 
our Lord riding into Jerusalem in 
humility, and yet in royal majesty, 
to present Himself as Israel's King 
and Messiah. We find 


I, The King Seeking Man’s Help 
(Mark 11: 1-7), 

How surprising that the One who 
made and upholds all things (Col. 
1: 16, 17) should have to say, ‘‘The 
Lord hath need of him,” in sending 
for a humble beast of burden. Yet 
therein lies a marvelous truth. He 
has graciously so ordered the uni- 
verse that He has need of us and of 
our possessions. That was true in 
the days of His flesh, when He had 
voluntarily become poor for our 
sakes. In a somewhat different 
sense, but nonetheless precious, it 
is true today. 

To be needed by anyone—to have 
that which can be used—is always 
encouraging, but to find that the 
Master needs us and what we have 
to give, is truly inspiring. Let us 
learn to give as readily as the own- 
er of the coit (vv. 5, 6), and let 
us also learn the important lesson 
of unquestioning obedience taught in 
verse 4. “They went their way’ to 
do what the Lord told them to do, 
How greatly simplified and glorified 
would be the lives of Christian peo- 
ple if they would thus obey Christ. 


Il. The King Receiving Man’s 


Homage (Mari 11:8-11). 


Presenting Himself as their Mes- 
siah, Jesus received the enthusiastic 
acclaim of His disciples and friends, 
who were probably joined by others 
who were drawn by the excitement. 
But the Pharisees did not join in 
(see Luke 19:39, 40) nor did the 
city, not even knowing who He was 
(Matt. 21:10, 11). So it is today; 
some love and praise Him, some 
hate Him, others just ignore Him. 
Of which class are you? 

He gave Jerusalem and the nation 
a final opportunity to receive Him. 
It was not yet too late, but it was 
their last chance. Such a time 
comes in the life of everyone of us, 
They rejected Him. What do we do? 

But let us not forget that there 
were those who shouted, ‘‘Hosanna,” 
who cast their garments down be- 
fore Him and waved palms of vic- 
tory and joy. Thank God for their 
holy enthusiasin. Pray God that we 
may have a little more of it. We 
have come to the place where no- 
body shouts “Hosanna” or ‘'Hallelu- 
jah’’ except the church choir—and 
they do it only in carefully modu- 
lated tones. We cheer at ball games 
or at a political rally, and while we 
surely do not want that same kind of 
confusion in the church, it would be 
quite appropriate to bring some real 
enthusiasm into our Christianity. 

Our Lord knew that it would not 
be long ere the multitude would be 
changing their cry to ‘Crucify 
Him,” for He knew their sinful 
hearts. So in the midst of His day 
of acclaim we see 


Ill, The King Weeping Over Man’s 
Sin (Luke 19:41-44), 

In times of great joy or under un- 
usual circumstances we are prone to 
think only of our own pleasure or 
our own need. But with Christ the 
need of the souls of men was never 
for a moment forgotten. He might 
well have gone on to Bethany to 
rest and rejoice with His friends 
over His triumphal entry into Jeru- 
salem. 

This constant and tenderhearted 
concern which Christ had for the 
city which hated and was soon to 
crucify Him; this remembrance of 
their need even in His brief hour of 
public acclaim, may well teach the 
church a much needed lesson, Many 
churches are prosperous, well cared 
for, and even popular. They are 
prone to rest back and ride the crest 
of the wave of popularity, forget- 
ting the souls of men and women in 
need, many of whom live under the 
very shadow of the church. Shame 
on us for such callous indifference 
in the light of our Lord’s agonized 
weeping—for such is the meaning of 
the word in Luke 19:41. 

Others may observe that their city 
or community is hostile to the gos- 
pel, that men would rather crucify 
the Christ than receive Him. And 
so they are content to have their 
snug little spiritual retreat where 
they meet to comfort one another 
and to congratulate themselves on 
their spiritual haven. Again we say, 
shame on us!

BROWN WRITES FROM 
FORT SHERIDAN, ILL. 


SGT, 


Fort Sheridan, April 22, 
The Elba Clipper, 
Dear Folks; 

As I have been transferred, J 
will write a few lines, I was trans- 
ferred up here the first of Feb- 
ruary from Camp Blanding, Fla., 
in &@ cadray to form two military 
police battalions. There were only 
19 men in each company to start 
with and the most of us were 
non-commissioned officers, 

Three weeks later we received 
our men to fill our companies, 
They all came from Camp Blan- 
ding. The men in these battal- 
ions are supposed to have some 
physical defect or be over age. 
We have finished our basic train- 


ing and have sent most of the 
men in this battalion out to do 
guard duty. 


We are guarding defense plants 
and bridges, My job in the com- 
pany is supply sergeant. I draw 
all the supplies for the company 
and issue them to the men, and 
heep all the supply records, and 
I like my work, 

Fort Sheridan is a small fort. 
located on the shore of Lake 
Michigan, north of Chicago, It 
is only 25 miles from the heart 
of Chicago. Most of the bar- 
racks are ouilt of brick, a few 
built of lumber, 

The hospitality toward the ser- 
vice men in Chicago is wonderful, 
the best I ever saw. The city 
busses and street cars are free to 
service men everywhere in the 
city. Down on the Loop in down- 
town Chicago is the business 
men’s Service Center. In one of 
the skyscrapers they have ten 
floors—something different on ev- 
ery floor. They have free books, 
cigarettes, show tickets, good 
eats, milk, coffee and tea, square 
dance, round dance, beds, show- 
cers, baths and _ several other 
things—all free to the man in uni- 
form, So if some of you people 
have a son stationed here at Fort 
Sheridan, you can rest assured 
that the hospitality of Chicago is 
marvelous. I just hope you people 
will treat some one else’s boys 
who happen to come your way 
like we are being treated here, 

We are in this fight until the 
finish and we all have got a job. 
We must and we will win this 
fight for victory and freedom.

CONTROL 
GARDEN INSECTS GIVEN 


AUBURN, Ala,—TIf. those pesky 
insects have begun eating on your 
vegetablles you should start con- 
trol measures at once. The best 
insecticide for most garden insects 
is rotenone dust, according to the 
Alabama Experiment Station. 

Bean insects can be controlled 
with a dust containing .75 per 
cent rotenone applied so that the 
under side of the leaves are cov- 


ered, Applications should be 
made whenever insects become 
numerous. The same dust will 


control cabbage insects also when 
applied at the same rate as for 
beans. 

Potato beetles and most other 
insects of Irish potatoes may be 
controlled by dusting with a talc 
or sulphur dust containing .75 per 
cent rotenone at the rate of six 
pounds per acre per application. 

Rotenone dust should not be 
wasted and should be stored in a 
dark dry place as the supply is 
likely to be scarce soon.

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FARM MACHINERY EXEMPT 
FROM GAS REGULATIONS 


AUBURN, Ala.— Curtailment 
of gasoline deliveries to service 
stations and bulk consumers will 
not affect supplies for use in farm 
machinery. WPB, has announced 
that the order limiting service 
stations to the 12-hour day (6 
days a week) exempts deliveries 
to commercial vehicles, ambu- 
lances, or for the use of physi- 
cians, Federal, State and _ local 
governments, agricultcral, machin- 
ery, and others. The order limits 
service stations and bulk ~ con- 
sumers to two-thirds of their av- 
erage deliveries of last Decem- 
ber, January and February. Sev- 
enteen Hastern states, District of 
Columbia, Oregon and Washing- 
ton, are affected, 


EMPLOYMENT SERVICE TO 
RECRUIT WOMEN WORKERS 
AUBURN, Ala,.—The U. S. Em- 

ployment Service is working on 
plans for handling the recruiting 
of women for farm work in areas 
where the usual supply may be 
short this year. To get most use- 
ful service, any auxiliary force of 
women workers will be tied in 
with the established organization 
for recruiting and placing of farm 
workers, 

Instructions have been sent to 
all regional and State representa- 
tives of USES to determine: (1) 
How many women, if any, will be 
needed in any particular commu- 
nity or area, and when; (2) the 
steps that should be taken to as-

First Submarine Had 6 


Oars; Dutch Invention 
NEW YORK.—tThe first submarine 
was the six-oared boat that Corne- 
lius van Drebel, a Dutch scientist in 
the service of King James I of Eng- 
land, sent churning beneath the sur- 
face of the Thames river in 1622. 
Not until 150 years later was the 
submarine turned from scientific to 
war usage, when David Bushnell, an 
American, designed the Turtle in an 
unsuccessful effort to sink the Eng- 
lish warship Eagle off New York. 
Now, 320 years after Drebel, tough 
Dutch sailors are making history 
with his invention. When the Nazis 
invaded Holland, the Dutch subma- 
rine fleet consisted of 24 vessels. 
All made the trip then to the Nether- 
lands East Indies without escort. 


Deadly War Gas Now Is 


Used to Assist Farmers 
DALLAS.—One type of poison 
gas—one of war’s most deadly wea- 
pons—has been turned into a tool to 
aid the farmer, the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science was told. 

In a paper presented before 
botanical scientists, Dr. J. Harvey 
McLaughlin of the department of 
botany and plant pathology, Iowa 
State college, revealed that certain 
soils treated with chlorpicrin yield- 
ed far greater crops of small grains 
and sugar beets. 


Persons Who Quit Jobs 


Face Prison in Russia 
MOSCOW.—The Supreme Soviet 
decreed mobilization for duration of 
the war of all workers in the arms 
industry and in industries support- 
ing it. 

Voluntary quitting of jobs will be 
considered desertion under the de- 
cree. Military courts will try per- 
sons leaving their work in industry, 
and will be empowered to impose 
prison sentences of five to eight 
years.
